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RECORDS FOR COUPONS I . Samps on 

Some time ago, when little birds were even smaller (in October, 1974, in fact), a few 
notes on some of the gifts of interest to ,, gramophiles u (horrid word - why not ” phono philes”? 
(not to be confused with phonofiddles, i.e, someone who chatters and fidgets while you are 
trying to list to a record) )available with cigarette coupons appeared in Talking Machine 
Review. Since then, thanks to the kind co-operation of Tom Dimmick, the Archivist of Carreras 
-Rothman Ltd. some detailed information has come to light which may be of general interest. 

So far as the second coupon era is concerned (1925 - 34) there is little to say, beyond 
the fact that Carreras definitely offered records among their many gifts, especially Imperial 
records. One recurring rumour that can be put to death finally and completely - the 3^-inch 
Imperial records were NOT packed with Black Cat cigarettes* Apart from the absence of any 
evidence in Carreras* archives a Black Cat packet of the period was too small to accomodate 
a disc of this size. Normal 10-inch Imperial records were given from an early stage until at 
least 1932, and probably up to the end of the gift schemes in 1934. Lists of the records 
available were issued regularly, probably monthly, and the November, 1 929 list is marked 
n List No. 22”. If they were monthly of course, this would give a starting date of February, 
1928. In 1929 a ten-inch record cost 60 coupons, representing 1,200 cigarettes, but by 1932, 
this had been reduced to 50. At this time Imperial records retailed at Is. 3^. and while I 
cannot give an exact contemporary price for the cigarettes in January, 1934, they were lid. 
for 20. Perhaps some bright economist can work out what was left of Carreras profit margin. 

It looks rather small to me. Fortunately some cfthe lists have been preserved. Mayfair 
records were given by Ardath in exchange for 35 coupons at least between 19 and 19 , the 

earliest dated lists we have seen. 

After World War II coupons were started again in 1957 by George Jackson and Co., a 
relatively small tobacco firm in Luton which apparently used to sell its products from the 
back of a lorry, possibly illegally as it seems doubtful that a tobacco dealer* s licence would 
have been issued in such circumstances, but Carreras (and Ardath) were quick to follow on. 
Among the gifts offered by Carreras were record tokens (not the actual records this time) which 
could be exchanged at any branch of Keith Prowse, or Alfred Hays, but only in respect of cert- 
ain makes of records and label categories. Two such tokens have been seen, and raise some 
interesting questions. For example, since a token was given for a specific number of coupons, 
at one time I60 for a 78, and 400 for an LP (a packet of 10 cigarettes contained two coupons, 
a packet of 20 had 5). It seems odd that the A series token would buy, say, an HMV BD or C 
series record. I haven* t the 1957 prices, but 'the 1955/6 catalogue quotes these at 4s. and 
6s. 4d. respectively. Why could one get a Decca AM, CP, MB, M or WA series (most of which I 
have never heard of. = Editor interrupts. Decca WA was for West Africa, gold/yellow label; 

MU for Ulster (Northern Ireland) with greer/gold label)), but not the normal F series, although 
the 45F series were allowable. (Editor again= Perhaps the other series Mr. Sampson quotes were 
all by this time* overseas* sales and whereas the 78 rpm F series was coming to its close, the 
45F was replacing it.) Similarly only the Regal-Zonophone series was included, which by this 
time was devoted almost entirely to Salvation Army recordings. 

For someone like myself who started becoming interested in records during the mod-1 950* s 
these tokens offer an opportunity to wallow in nostalgia 1 . Labels gone and nearly forgotten, 
like Tempo, Good Time Jazz, and Polygon, relatively obscure names which are still around like 
Oriole and Paxton (who were about the last firm to market 78* s in Britain - I bought one in 
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19^3), and label categories like Parlophone MSP (the first 49 rpm I ever bought) HMV '/M and 
Columbia SCM, and London 45-£AY (the London Calypso label) „ 

However, I veer. By the end of the decade the various cigarette coupon schemes had 
become well established (except for Jackson and Ardath, who were both out of business by 
about I 96 I) and very sophisticated. Records (and gramophones) became merely one of several 
hundred items listed in the glossy catalogues, if they were offered at all, and were usually 
restricted to a very limited selection of a score or so LPs. However, it is perhaps enter- 
taining to look back at what one could have obtained, apart from lung cancer, had you smoked 
the appropriate weeds. You should look out for these lists for they may contain virtual 
catalogues of long defunct labels. 

SOUNDTRACK DISCS Sydney H. C ART ER 

I have never seen a peculiar disc like that shown in the last issue of *The Talking 
Machine Review* , but I am acquainted with the "sound 11 films using discs to supply the 
"talkies" . 

In August, 1930, my friend Will Fuller and I bought the Empire Cinema in Hove, Sussex, 
then a * silent* house employing a very active pianist to suit the film being shown, or 
alternatively a gramophone accompaniment using twin turntables and dual volume control. 

Soon after purchase, we closed the cinema for a fortnight while we re-decorated and I 
installed a * Sound-on-disc * talkie system, on the same lines as the * Synchrophone 1 which 
I sent for publication a little while back. 

I constructed a large mains-operated amplifier feeding a pair of BTH *RK* loudspeakers 
on 4-feet-square baffles mounted out of sight on either side of the stage. The two turn 
tables were gear driven from the Kalee projectors, and the 1 6 -inch discs ran for approximate- 
ly 14 minutes to equal the 000 feet run of the film. All went well provided that the film 
and the pickup was each precisely on its starting mark. Failing this, the dialogue came 
over about two seconds ahead or behind the film showing, and the audience laughed heartily* 

Our chief operator was very clever in lifting the pickup and setting it down on the 
adjoining groove to put it * in sync* again for the rest of the 800 feet reel. 

We opened on 23rd. October, 1930, with "His First Command" starring William Boyd and 
Dorothy Sebastian, re-naming our cinema the New Empire Theatre. 

Relevant leaflets are seen in this issue on pages 11 95-8 and 2032. One wonders if the 
discs containing the soundtrack are still around. One knows that some collectors have found 
other film discs. Also, there are instances where places like film archives have made copy 
films for modem showing where the old disc soundtracks have been striped on to the copies. 

If you see any 1 6 -inch shellac discs in junkshops, charity shops, jumble sales, etc. it will 
be advisable to investigate them. 

EDITORIAL 

Our picture of a peculiar record in our last issue created much interest although no 
other collector seems to have handled one. Peter Adamson, in his wisdom, says that wo ought 
also investigate the possibility that the record fitted a machine which played it in any 
other position than horizontal with the playing surface uppermost. This is sens, ible, 
because some juke boxes played the records from underneath. Tom Gay Lon gave mo n limely 
reminder that the "Meccano" magazine often covered such topics. Must conl’oss I did not look 
there. I will do the next time I*m in the British Library, I know Urn poriod Lo search. E*B.

Reminiscing Gladys Chappelle

In my last article I finished my reminiscences with "Here*s to the Next Time" so I*d 
like to continue my story with some memories of joining Jack Payne* s stage band. After 
leaving the Carlyle Cousins, Jack, who was a personal friend, suggested I became the vocalist 
with his orchestra, a most thrilling prospect as up to that time he had never had a girl 
singer. This necessitated my having to have an audition at the B. B. C. where John Sharman, 
who was head of the Entertainment department at that time, gave the *all clear*, and I then 
made my first appearance with the band in front of a live audience. I sang two of the hit 
tunes of the day - "I*ve got a feeling I*m fooling" and "Weather Man" with Jack conducting. 
Billy Scott-Coomber his deputy was always very helpful to me. 

Later on we toured all the large towns on the Moss Empire Circuit and my first big 
moment was opening with the band at the Empire Theatre, Birmingham, with Janet Joye, who 
later became a dear friend, and Jimmy James one of our funniest comedians topping the bill. 

I well remember being interviewed in my dressing room by the local press just before the 
first house performance on the Monday evening feeling very nervous and not at all anxious to 
answer questions just at that moment, however - on with the show, and after the curtain came 
down Jack was very pleased with my reception from a most kindly audience. 

We are now in 193^ and after touring the provinces we were booked to go to South Africa 
which was most exciting, especially the sea voyage - travelling first class on an ocean going 
liner in those days was great fun. We duly arrived in Cape Town and then followed a day and 
night journey by train to Johannesburg where we were given a great welcome with lots of 
pictures and press coverage. I stayed at the famous Carlton Hotel where it was said that a 
week*s salary in the theatre went straight back to the hotel*. Our opening night was really 
gabulous and the band was a tremendous success. Everyone made a terrific fuss of us - the 
hospitality was overpowering and, I had quite a fan mail.

COLUMBIA (INTERNATIONAL) LIMITED No. 208790 

This Company had its registered office at 102-108, Clerkenwell Road, London EC. and was 
incorporated on 3rd. October, 1925. 

In essentials this was a holding company controlling the Columbia Phonograph Co. Inc. 
of New York, Carl Lindstrom A. G. of Berlin, and its Dutch subsidiary, the Trans-Oceanic Co. 
(Transoceanische Handel Maatschappi) of Amsterdam. 

Columbia (international) Ltd. paid £366, 800 in cash for the purchase from the Columbia 
Graphophone Co. Ltd. of 26, 200 shares of no par value, in the 

Phonograph Co. Inc. of New York City, and they were required by the terms of a contract, to 
purchase further shares in the American Company with a limit on the total purchase price of 
£840, 000. The Columbia Graphophone Co., Ltd,. of London at this time was capitalised at 
£600, 000 with Mr. Louis Sterling being the largest shareholder with £40, 020 in shares. 

The price paid by the new Columbia (international) Limited for controlling interest in 
the American Columbia company was £714, 000. 

The price paid by Columbia (international) Limited for the acquisition of the Carl 
Lindstrom A.G. and the Trans-Oceanic Trading Company shares from the Columbia Graphophone Co. 
Ltd. was £3^7, 500 paid in cash to the London company: this was the total amount which it had 
cost the London company to purchase the shares of the Lindstrom businesses in the first 
instance . 

The prospectus of Columbia (international) Limited, put the value of its assets at 
£1 , 246, 500 consisting of Columbia Phonograph Co., Inc. at £817, 000; Carl Lindstrom A. G. 
and Trans-Oceanic Co. at £404, 000; working capital, expenses of formation and Mortgage 

F1 12 
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Debenture Issues at £25, 500. The major shareholder in the Company was the Columbia Grapho- 
phone Co., Ltd. with 491, 800 in £1 shares. 

The Columbia (international) Limited owned factories in Great Britain, USA, Italy, 
Sweden, Germany, Spain, Poland, Austria, Switzerland, France, Argentine and Brazil. 

Mortgage Debentures to the value of £285, 000 in units of £100, £50 and £10 were 
created on 23rd. October, 1925. By the end of the year, £845, 007 of the £1,000, 000 share 
capital had been subscribed for, the Columbia Graphophone Co., Ltd. having the controlling 
interest. 

As the shares of the Societa Italiana di Fonotipia, Milano were the property of the 
Trans-Oceanic Trading Company, some of whose own shares, 480 of 1,000 Guilders each, were the 
property of the Columbia (international) Limited, who themselves were under tho control of 
the Columbia Graphophone Co., Ltd., Mr. Louis Sterling, as the Managing Director of the 
Columbia Graphophone Ltd., was once more a controller of Fonotipia records, but this time 
at an international level 1 . 

With this acquisition of the Lindstrom ‘'Empire 11 , the Parlophone records in Britian 
'were no longer a competitive label to Columbia, and the £ symbol, which had hitherto done 
duty as a trade mark for Lindstrom* s commodities, it being the initial of the surname, would 
now serve as a symbol to be associated with the name of the Managing Director of the Columbia 
Graphphone Co*, Ltd., Mr. Louis S. Sterling, £ being the sign for the 'pound sterling '. 

Parlophone records and Fonotipia records, from now on, were elligible to make use of 
Western Electric system of electrical sound recording, as were any other labels under 
Lindstrom* s former control, saving any agreements or restrictions. But, the Carl Lindstrom 
group had been working to perfect its own electrical recording system. 

In December, the Parlophone Co, Ltd. issued four more discs in the "Parlophone Royalty 
Records" series, all of the Sistine Choir of The Vatican in Rome. A ten-inch diameter "R" 
prefixed Parlophone was put on sale in December, in the 3,000 series which had already carr- 
ied "E" and "X" prefixes. In March, 1926 these were also advertised as "Royalty" discs. 

1926 

Fonotipia records were advertised right through to December, 1 92 6 by "The Music Salon". 
On 30th. May, 1926 , Mr. E. R. Eddison, of the Board of Trade, directed the Registrar of 
Joint Stock Companies, that "Fonotipia Limited", which had been in the process of being 
"wound up" under an order cf the Court made in I 9 I 8 , should be struck from the Register of 
Companies, as the company had been dissolved on 1st. May. This company had lasted 20 years, 
the last nine of which had seen it without any business, its registered office being that 
also of the Parlophone Company Limited, which under Columbia International Limited, was then 
pressing records at the former factory of Fonotipia Limited at Hertford Town. 

By the end of 1926, most recording companies operating in Britain had taken up 
electrical recording, but as late as September, the Parlophone records supplements had never 
used the advertising slogan "Electric Records", and, indeed, two recordings in the twelve- 
inch size, made by Carl Lindstrom (London) Ltd., nearly twelve years earlier were included 
among the month's releases as new records. E 5647 and E5648 were described as electrical 
recordings in October. 

Then in December, for the first time, the Parlophone records were advertised as

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"Electric Records", although a number of acoustically recorded items were still to find their 
places in the monthly supplements for a little while to come l 

The first and only "operatic" record in the Parlophone "Royalty" series, disc R20007, 
was included in the December issues, and this was a coupling of two Fonotipia Records, 

74973 and 7 4 97 4 , with matrices XXPh5680 and XXPh5^66, the artistes being Bertana, Ferraris, 
Pertile, Baromeo and Righetti. This was the last record to be advertised as a Parlophone 
"Royalty" record - the other seven discs, R20000 to R20006 having all been of the Sistine 
Choir at the Vatican, Rome, but from the matrix numbers known to me, were not from Fonotipia 
masters . 


ARTURO TOSCANINI ON FONOTIPIA DISCS 

Under the events of 1924 I mentioned that I have no evidence that the Parlophone "Royalty" 
records ever bore the word "Royalty" as part of the label style . The records issued of the 
Sistine Choir were simply called "Parlophone" and bore a picture of the choir on the lahels.. 
R20007, just mentioned, was issued simply as "Parlophone", the only feature denoting its 
"Royalty" status being the R prefix of the catalogue number. This disc, with its two 
identical couplings, is known bearing "Fonotipia" labels, pressed in Germany and bearing 
serial numbers xxU 74973 and xxU 74974. 

Both the German-pressed Fonotipia and the English-pressed Parlophone (not to be 
confused with the Parlophone -Ode on series) gave neither the name of the orchestra nor its 
conductor. The Australian Parlophone 20007 is listed differently in the 1 9^9 catalogue there , 
viz- "Arturo Toscanini conducting the Orchestra, Chorus and Principals of La Scala, Milan. *» 
Toscanini* s name also appeared on the Parlophone record sleeves. 

It will be noticed that the Australian Parlophone Celebrity record has the same number 
as its British Parlophone "Royalty" counterpart, but minus the "R" prefix. There can be no 
doubt that Toscanini had entered the recording studios of the Societa Italiana di Fonotipia, 
Did he make any other recordings for that Company? The eminent conductor is not mentioned -in 
the Oakwood Press publication "Dischi Fonotipia", which concerns itself solely with singers 
and a few instrumentalists, thus missing various important facts relating to the company* s 
role in the fuller spectrum of contemporary social life. 

19 2 7 

With the early issues of 'The Sound Wave* in 1927, one observes that the 'Music Salon' 
of George Street, Edinburgh was no longer handling 'Fonotipia Records'. 

The Societa Italiana di Fonotipia was still in existence as an Italian Company and 
presumably its recording ledger was still in use in Italy, as is evidenced by recordings of 
the artistes included in John R. Bennett's "Dischi Fonotipia", but there is no evidence that 
the recordings taken in the 1920's, including electrical recordings, were ever advertised 
for sale in England as a make of record distinct from the Parlophone records some of which 
were pressed from Fonotipia matrices. Was the Fonotipia label per se confined at this time 
for use in Italy or South America? 

PARLOPHONE - 0DE0N SERIES 

The "Parlophone -Odeon Series" of records, with its chocolate -brown and gold labels made 
its first appearance in April, I 927 , with record number R20008, thus continuing the number 
series of the Parlophone "Royalty" series. 
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When the ten -inch size of Parlophone-Odeon records were introduced they were given the 
prefix letters "RO" , but their catalogue numbers integrated into the "R" series, the prefix 
alone distinguishing the size in the catalogue. 

That April, the Gramophone Exchange, formerly much interested in Fonotipia, Odeon and 
Beka Meister (Parlophon) records, opened a new branch of its business at 121 Shaftesbury 
Avenue, London, but made no announcement of having an interest in Fonotipia discs in the 
advertisement of the new premises . 

FONOTIPIAS RECEIVE MENTION AGAIN 


In June, 1927? The Parlophone Company, Limited, from its business head-quarters at 85 
City Road, London EC 2, announced in a monthly supplement that "The Cream od the World 
Famous Odeon and Fonotipia Celebrity recordings are now available on the "Parlophone Records 
Odeon Series", with exclusive Electric Records of Lotte Lehmann, Aureliano Pertile, Jan 
Kiepura, etc " 


On 8th. December, I927, Mr. C. E. Fletcher, the Liquidator of Carl Lindstrom (London) 
Ltd. was released from his duties, and the company, which had been in existence for fourteen 
years, (the last nine of which had found it with a compulsory winding order), was struck 
from the Register of Joint Stock Companies on 10th. December, 1927 . A small number of 
recordings included in the current Parlophone catalogue, and the factory at Hertford Town, 
were almost the only evidence of a company, which but for the advent of World War I in 1914, 
might, have become the most formidable competitor of the Gramophone Company, Ltd. In the 
event, this role was filled by the Columbia Graphophone Company, Limited, under that 
brilliant "man of affairs", Louis Sterling, already possessors of the Lindstrom and Fonotipia 
empires.

The Parlophone Advertisement in the Sound Wave of June, 1927* 


The Fonotipia recordings in the "Parlophone-Odeon" series are easily distinguished 
from the recordings from other ledgers by the XXPh matrices in the 12-inch discs, and the 
XPho in the 10-inch sized discs, which had succeeded the lO^-inch sized Fonotipia discs in 
the early 1920*s. I do not know what symbol was used to indicate electrical recordings. I 
assume that it was the Lindstrom £ symbol. Records issued in 1931 and 1932 are known to 
have had the "W" prefix indicating the Western Electrip system of sound recording. 

During 1927, the following discs in the Parlophone-Odeon Series were issued in Britain 
pressed at Hertofrd from matrices used for Fonotipia records: 10-inch size, RO 20009 and 
R0 20010: 12-inch size, R 2000,7 ( Royalty 1 ) , R20011, R20012, R20015, R20016, R20020, R20023, 
R20026, R20027 and R20030. R20008 has already been mentioned. 
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The registered trade mark ’’Parlophone Odeon Series - Made in England”, had been applied 
for by the Columbia-owned ’’Parlophone Company Limited”, in November, 1926, which was 
registered to the company in February, 1927 and first appeared in the supplements in April* 

Upon the appearance of the ten Parlophone-jOdeon Series records in June, the 1 Talking 
Machine & Wireless Trade News* said, ”A11 lovers of serious and operatic music will be glad 
to see the revival of the fampus Odeon and Fonotipia series of records, now under the control 
of Parlophone, As will be seen from/ their, first issues they include the cream of the Inter- 
national concert and operatic talent p^firost of them reproduced for the first time under the 
latest Electric recording. Mme s new electric recordings are exclusive to this 

series 

This same periodical had' pub 1 i s he d an interesting item earlier in the year which was a 
request from an Italian recording company with a name reminiscent of that of ”Societa 
Italiana di Fonotipia”. 

”11 Fonodisco Italiana” sent a request to the British talking machine industry by means 
of a letter stating: ”We have in Milan a manufactury of records and a hall for electric 
recording and we should like to enter in business with a good and important English firm in 
order to buy wax material, and to change, reciprocally, matrices ”11 Fonodisco Italiana G. 
Trevisan & Co., Milan, Italy, Telefono 88006.” 

Columbia extended its empire still further, in two directions, during 1927# A Controll- 
ing interest was acquired in the Nipponophone Company of Japan, and a controlling interest, 
through an agreement with the American Telegraph & Telephone Company of the USA, over fifteen 
North American broadcasting radio stations, stretching from the Rocky Mountains to the 
Atlantic seaboard. The Columbia Broadcasting System was established and began broadcasting 
on 4th. September, the seventh anniversay of this writer 1 s birthdayl 

The system was put under the direct control of the Columbia Phonograph Corporation,Inc. 
(the subsidiary of English Columbia) with its President, Mr, H. C. Cox, being appointed 
President of the broadcasting company. The largest network in America at the time was the 
Radio Corporation of America (RCA ), operating about twenty-two stations. 

A- rumour of an impending merger between the Columbia Graphophone Company Limited and 
the Gramophone Company Limited was emphatically dismissed by the ’’Talking Machine & Wireless 
Trade News” in September, 1927. 

Electric recordings of Bonci and La Scala Chorus appeared on Columbia discs during the 

year. 

19 2 8 

During this year, Fonotipia electric recordings continued to be included among the 
Parlophone-Odeon Series records in Britain but for the major part of the year they were 
pressed at the Columbia factory in Wandsworth, in S, W. London as the Parlophone factory at 
Hertford Town was reported disposed of, in April, 1928, having been sold to a new company 
for the sum of £45,. 000 . The factory had been in almost continuous production, pressing 

discs for various companies, since the beginning of 1913.

In July, Mr. Arthur Brooks, chief recording engineer for Columbia, formerly chief 
recording engineer for the Odeon records of Fonotipia Limited in England, was reported as 
having been promoted to Artistic Director for Columbia records. ’’Sensational Opera Records 
by the finest opera chorus in the world” were advertised by Columbia in October, the La Scala 
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Theatre Chorus, Milan, formerly on the Fonotipia label, being the chorus in question. 


THE SOCIETA di FONOTIPIA, MILANO, TRADEMARK 

The Fonotipia record label, which had been the registered trademark of the Societa 
Italiana di Fonotipia in Great Britain since July, 1 907, was transferred to the Parlophone 
Company Limited of London (itself a subsidiary of the Columbia Graphophone Co., Ltd.) in July 
1928 . , 

Another change in affairs commercial occurred in the following October when Messrs. 
Barnett Samuel & Sons, Ltd., the former agents for Fonotipia, Jumbo and Odeon records for 
Britain, re-fotmed and re-named the firm as The Decca Gramophone Company, Limited. 


The next month it was announced that the Columbia Graphophone Co., Ltd. was to amalgam- 
ate with the Compagnie Generate de Machines Parlante, Pathe Freres of Paris, thus enlarging 
the bounds qf the "Columbia Empire" still further. The new Columbia factory in Japan was 
opened in December, 1928,

Parlophone -Ode on Series records using Fonotipia material, released in 1928, were disc.-; 
R20047, R20055/6 and R20058. 


19 2 9 


Arthur Gilbert (stage name Arthur Osmond), formerly chief recording engineer for Carl 
Lindstrom (London) Ltd., was reported in January, 1929, to have died in Hong Kong. Some of 
his recordings made for the Beka Grand and Beka Meister records were re-issued as Parlophones 
during the years 1923 to 1927, despite having been recorded originally prior to I9I8. 

I have found nothing of note relating to Fonotipia affairs for the year 1 929 until 31st 
December, when the Societa Italiana di Fonotipia, which had been without a registered trade 
mark in Britain since July, 1928, was credited with an application for the word "Fonotipia" 
to be registered to them as a trade mark, which was given number 509,1^3. 

During the year, at least six "Parlophone-Odeon Series" discs had been issued with 
material from Fonotipia matrices. They were numbers R20073 -4-5-6-7-8-9« 

Upon reflection it seems to me that the Societa Italiana di Fonotipia in Milan had 
been little more than providors of a recording studio for the Lindstrom, and later, Columbia, 
groups of companies after the sale of Fonotipia Limited to Carl Lindstrom A.G. in 1911. 

This company had always provided the facilities for the Milan Odeons (Mx and Mxx matrices) 
and the Italian Jumbo recordings (Mo matrices) and I presume that company 1 s facilities were 
used extensively for those other labels which encompassed Italian recordings within their 
repertoires. Only a study of the European-continental catalogues will reveal how much use 
was being made of the Milan studios. It is certainly time to say that the Fonotipia ledger 
was not providing much newly recorded material for the British record buyer. 

19 3 0 

On 29th. January, it was notified that the Parlophone Company Limited had cancelled its 
registered trade mark, "Societa Italiana di Fonotipia - Milano" (disc label) No. 294, 436, 
the original trade mark of 1907. 

Twenty-six days earlier, on 3rd. January, 1930, the Societa Italiana di Fonotipia - 
Milano (Manufacturers) of 37* Viale Umbria, Milano, Italy, was announced as having applied 
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for the registration of the record label as a trade mark to itself*. This was given number 
509, 244. 

The company already had an application for "Fonotipia" as a trade mark. In the "Trade 
Marks Journal” of 25th. May, 1930, both applications were notified as having been registered, 
and both would be due for renewal in 1944. 

Kubelik, who it was reported had not made a record since I9I8, had come to England at 
the beginning of the year to record again. He had been the best selling Fonotipia artiste in 
Britain. He recorded for the Gramophone Co., Ltd. News of another celebrated former 
Fonotipia and Odeon artiste was that Mme. Emmy Destinn had died aged 5 2 years. It was said 
of her at this time that during World War I she had angered German feelings by acclaiming the 
cause of the"Allies" , and that later in her career a hostile audience at an appearance of 
hers in Berlin in 1927, had, by the end of the performance, been changed into a cheering one*. 
Her real name was Kittel, she had adopted the name of her teacher as her stage name.- The 
"Sound Wave” recalling her recordings mentioned only her Columbia and His Master 1 s Voice 
discs, not mentioning her Odeons and Fonotipias. 

Fonotipia material issued during 1930 on Parlophone-Odeon Series were R20105 & 7, 

R201 lo/ll, R201 17, R20118/9. In the ordinary Parlophone series, E10946 also carried Fonotipia 
material, according to Mr. Bennett* s book. By the end of the year, the Columbia (internation 
al) Limited had issued 852,822 of its million shares. 

19 3 1 

On 7th. January, 1931, for a second time, the Parlophone Company, Ltd. notified that it 
had cancelled the ownership of the trade mark showing the Fonotipia label, it now being the 
property of the Italian company. 

On 5th. January, the £285, 000 Debentures of the Columbia (international) Ltd, created 
in 1925, were satisfied. 

Richard Tauber, tenor, who is listed in John Bennett* s "Dischi Fonotipia" credited 
with both acoustically and electrically recorded titles, was reported as engaged to appear in 
London in Franz Lehar*s new operetta "The Land of Smiles" (Land des LSchelns) which was to 
open in London in the Spring. His salary was to approach £1000 per week*. 

"Dischi Fonotipia" has no matrix numbers for Tauber* s recordings, neither have I any 
knowledge of them, other than that they are usually listed elsewhere with their Berlin Odeon 
matrix numbers, as in Mr. James Dennis* s discography of Tauber in "The Record Collector" Vol. 
XVIII, 8-10, I969. But, it might be foolhardy to state categorically that the "Fonotipia” 
Tauber* s were not written into the Fonotipia ledger with the Xpho and XXph-prefixed numbers, 
but were issued under the "Fonotipia” label with matrices derived from the German Odeon 
ledger. Has someone recordings by Tauber with "Fonotipia” labels? 

Another feature about "Dischi Fonotipia" is that, in the section listing the electrics- 
ally recorded titles, there are many gaps in the numerical progression of record numbers. For 
example, the 168,000 series is covered by 874 numbers, but only 175 numbers are listed. Only 
27 numbers are missing from the 120,000 series but in the 172,00 series which begins at 
172,058, out of the 149 numbers covered, only 66 have been listed. 

I am fully aware that "Dischi Fonotipia" was published twelve years ago and additional 
information may have become available since. According to Mr. Bennett* s chronology, the 
Fonotipia ledger was closed before 1931, and no further recordings were made with the Xpho 
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or XX ph prefixed matrices, but recordings with these prefixes did continue to appear as new 
issues in the "Parlophone-4)deon Series'* , at least as late as 1936. 

In March, 1931* The Columbia Graphophone Co., Ltd. who pressed the Fonotipia issues for 
the "Odeon Series" in Britain, and who were the primary controllers of the label through 
ownership of Columbia International Ltd., were reported as defendants in an action brought 
by Columbia Pictures of America in a trade mark dispute over the use of the word "Columbia" 
which the Graphophone company had ownership of for films as well as for sound apparatus. 
Columbia Pictures Inc. claimed that the Graphophone company never used the mark in relation 
to films. 

. The Columbia (international) Limited Directorship declared that the Company would be a 
able to meet all its debts, in full, within twelve months from the commencement of winding 
up • 

On 13th April, the Columbia (international) Limited resolved to wind up. The 
Liquidator received Columbia Phonograph Co., Inc. shares to the value of £714,421 : l6s : 3d, 
Transoceanic Trading Company shares to the value 1 of £34,933 • 12s : 3d, Carl Lindstrom AG 
shares to the value of £352,397, Cash in the bank at £1,538 • 18s : 7d, and dividends 
received £7,702 : 11s : 8d, a total amount of £1,110, 993 : 18s. 9d. 

Under the item "LOAN", the Liquidator disbursed to the Columbia Graphophone Co., Ltd. 
£243,5^7 2 9s; 9d. by way of transferring 10,335 Lindstrom A. G. shares & 480 Trans-Oceanic 
Trading Company shares. £399 s 1 6s : 9d. was paid in cash to other creditors. The Columbia 
Graphophone Co., Ltd was again the essential owner of the stockholding of the Sooieta 
Italiana di Fonotipia of Milan. 

I am uncertain if the shares of the Columbia Phonograph Co. Inc. were returned to the 
American company. 

The fate of the American Company, at this point, would appear to have become the 
responsibility of the Grigsby Grunow Incorporated Company, which purchased the shares. Trying 
to confirm this I turned to 'From Tinfoil to Stereo 1 by Read and Welch for guidance, but find 
that these authors were unable to verify the facts of the matter. Their references are 
inconclusive. A reference to the Victor Record catalogue of 1 932 leads one to assume that 
the purchase of the Columbia Phonograph Co. Inc. was 1933. 

"The Fabulous Phonograph" says the Columbia Phonograph Co. Inc. was purchased from the 
Columbia Graphophone Co., Ltd. of London in December, 1931, which if correct, would put the 
purchase in to the same month as the last item in the report of the Liquidator of "Columbia 
(International) Limited." which was 4th. December, 1931. The final winding up meeting of 
Columbia (Bite mat ional) Ltd. was on 18th. December, 1931. 

An unusual record was issued by the Parlophone Company Limited in March, being a 
straightforward issue of an Odeon labelled record from Germany of the popular tune which was 
sweeping all Europe at that time - "Trink, Trink, Bruderlein Trink" played by the Odeon 
Orchestra on Odeon 02313, which uniquely entered the British Parlophone catalogue under that 
number 1 , 

THE SOCIETA ITALIANA di FONOTIPIA PASSES TO THE CONTROL OF A NEW COMPANY. 

Electric & Musical Industries, Ltd. registered number 255, 852, was incorporated on 
20th. April, 1 931 with a nominal capital of £100 in £1 shares, and was formed, among other

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things to acquire not less than 90$ of the share capital of the Columbia Graphophone Company 
Limited (Columbia, Parlophone & Regal records) and of the Gramophone Company Limited (HMV 
and Zonophone records). The first Directors named were:- A .Clark of Hayes, Middlesex, as 
Chairman; Mr. Louis Sterling of Columbia House, 102-108, Clerkenwell Road, London EC; The Rt. 
Hon. Lord George Croyden Marks, 57, Lincolns Inn Fields, London WC; J.Broad, 1-2, Great 
Winchester Street, London EC; Mr. E. de Stein, Pinners Hall, Austin Friars, London EC; Mr. 
Herbert, 23, Great Winchester Street, London EC; Mr. D. Samoff, 233 Broadway, New York City, 
USA and Mr. E. Trevor Lloyd Williams of Ivor Heath, Buckinghamshire. 

These first directors of ”E. M. I. Ltd. 11 needed no share qualification to serve on the 
Board, but subsequent directors were required to have a holding of shares worth £500. The 
Directors 1 remuneration was put at £500 per annum with the Chairman receiving another £500 
additionally. Re-organisation and the rationalisation of resources were soon to come. 

E.M.I, Ltd. now became owners of the Fonotipia enterprises by virtue of owning .the shares 
of the Columbia Graphophone Co., Ltd. 

The Societa Italiana di Fonotipia, Milano had now been through the hands of these 
owners or controllers:- (1) Founded as an Italian Company in 1904 by Michaelis, Foa & Co.; 

(2) Owned by Fohotipia London Limited in I906; (3) Owned by Carl Lindstrom, A.G. Berlin, 

1911 ; (4) Owned by the Trans-Oceanic Trading Co. of Holland, 1 920; (5) Controlled by the 
Columbia Graphophone Co., Ltd. 1925; (6) Controlled by E.M.I.Ltd., 1931 • 

In July, Mr. Louis Sterling, the Managing Director of the Columbia Graphophone Co., Ltd. 
(formerly of Sterling & Hunting, Ltd, - the third British Agency for Odeon & Fonotipia 
records) was elected to be Managing Director of E. M. I. Ltd, relinquishing his post with the 
Columbia Graphophone Co., Ltd. which he had built up into the largest Talking Machine company 
in Europe (if not the world )since he had taken control in 1909- Sterling* s post was filled 
by Mr. Leslie Neck from the Gramophone Co., Ltd. 

At last the Gramophone Co. Ltd. was associated with the company Societa Italiana di 
Fonotipia, formed in the first instance as a means whereby the sister company of the Gramophone 
& Typewriter Ld,The Gramophone Company , (Italy) Ltd., would be driven from the Italian scene, 
for both were now part of E. M. I. Ltd. It had taken 27 years for this to come about. 

Other re-appointments concerning the executive officers of the companies were that 
Mr. ¥. M. Brown became the Managing Director of the Gramophone Co., Ltd., and Mr. Haigh 
the Manager of the English branch of the business, and Mr. J. H. Williams became the General 
Manager of the Marconiphone Co., Ltd. which also formed a part of E. M. I. Ltd. 

In November, Mr. Haigh, the new manager of the English branch of the Gramophone Co., Ltd 
said that the formation of E. M. I. Ltd. did not mean a cessation of the day-to-day competit- 
ion between the companies forming the Group. 

It was reported during this month that Mr. Alfred J. Balcombe had died. He had been 
manager of the Beka Studios in City Road, London, when they had been in use by Fonotipia Ltd 

and Carl Lindstrom (London) Ltd. going to them frpm Barnett Samuels & Sons, Ltd. (the fourth 

agency for Odeon and Fonotipia records in Britain.) Mr. Alfred Balcombe had given his name to 

the ”Alba” radio receivers which were then produced by his company. He had also been the 

Managing Director for the General Phonograph Corporation, Ltd. which had been formed in 
January, 1920, as a British branch of Otto Heinemann* s General Phonograph Corporation of the 
USA which held 3,000 of the 3,004 shares issued by the British company. This company traded 
for only one year, supplying gramophone motors described as ”The Motor of duality” . The 
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factories were at Elyrie, Ohio; Newark, New Jersey; Putnam, Connecticut; Springfield, Massa - 
chusets and Kitchener, Ontario,. Branch offices were at Chicago, San Francisco and Toronto. 

During 193-1 the following "Parlophone-Odeon Series” discs carried recordings listed as 
Fonotipias- R020126; R20130; R020133; R020138; R20140, but as some of these were of Richard 
Tauber, they may not have been from the Fonotipia ledger. Parlophone 12-inch El 11 69 bore 
WXXPh prefixed Fonotipia matrices. 

Columbia (international) Limited was finally wound up on 18th. December, 1931 . 

19 3 2 

Over his initials W. G. (W. Glendinning) , in the Sound Wave for February, 1932, 
appeared an article about the recording engineer Oscar C. Preuss. 

Oscar C. Preuss was a Londoner, British bom. At the time of the article he was chief 
recording engineer for the Parlophone Company. He was related by marriage to the baritone 
Ian Colquhoun, who had recorded for the Gramophone Company (in its various forms), the old 
independent International Zonophone Company and the International Talking Machine Co.m.b.H., 
with its Ode on Records. 

Being a close friend of Colquhoun, Mr, Glendinning recalled how Oscar C, Preuss when 
aged about 1 6 years, would go to the Odeon studios in London and "help out" with Mr. Ian 
Colquhoun, and eventually became a recording engineer. He was wounded during the fighting in 
France in World War I, serving as a soldier. Resuming his career after the War he was later 
engaged by the Parlophone Company Limited, formed in 1923. 

As Glendinning* s article says that Preuss had recorded Destinn, Sammarco and Kubelik, 
it confirms that he must have been on the pay-roll of the International Talking Machine Co. 
m.b.H., or its English connections prior to the War. 

Another reference to Oscar Preuss working in the Hamsell Street studios for Odeon and 
Jumbo records is contained in a letter published in the "Talking Machine News" of November, 
1921, from a H. B. Follit. 

Mr. Follit was induced to write as a consequence of an interview with Lt. George 
Miller, ' conductor of * the Band of H. M. 1st. Life Guards, which had been published. The 
letter remarks that the records made by the band for the Beka label had not been mentioned, 
which, he understood, had been made "by that supreme master of band recording, the recording .. 
engineer of the late Odeon Co. in England.," 

"I make no apology for my praise of the work of the Odeon recording engineer; one has 
only to instance the Odeon records by the Grenadiers. These records are generally conceded 
to be the finest military band recording extant." 

The writer then gave the numbers of musicians who usually comprised the different 
bands in the recording studios. "The only exception to this seemingly general rule being 
the late Odeon Co. with the Grenadiers, the band always consisting of between 30 - 33 
musicians, according to the work in hand. " 

Referring to orchestral records of "The Midsummer Night* s Dream" music on Columbia 
discs, Mr. Follit continued, "but these are not, in my estimation, in the same street as the 
original Odeon played by The Palace Theatre Orchestra. I am the proud possessor of four 
single-sided "test prints" given me by my good friend "Oscar Preuss" , who recorded them, and 
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I assert ,that for richness of string tone and general excellence there is nothing like their 
equal being turned out today." 

The placing of Oscar Preuss's name in quotation marks is intriguing. After Daniel 
Smoot left the Odeon Studios in London his place was taken by Arthur Brooks, whose assistant - 
was William Ditcham, After Brooks went to Columbia, Odeon and Jumbo records still continued 
to bear "W.D." as recording engineer. Was Ditcham then working under Preuss, or vice versa? 
(it is known that Ditcham was recording engineer for the Crystalate Gramophone Co., Ltd. in 
1930, when Colquhoun was an artist with that company.) 

In 1932, "Parlophone -Ode on Series” discs do not seem to have made use of any Fonotipia 
material, but the standard "Parlophone" discs did, issued as El 1203 and E11190. 

Mr. Louis Saul Sterling, managing director of E. M. I. Ltd., the "New Yorker who had 
been living at Avenue Road, Regent* s Park, London for many years" , be came a British citizen 
in November, 1932. 

In America, the Columbia subsidiary, the Columbia Phonograph Co., Inc,, which itself had 
absorbed the Okeh label in I926, had been sold. Did Grigsby-Grunow Inc. who bought it thereby 
gain the rights to press Fonotipia and Odeon records which Okeh had enjoyed? 

1 9 3 3 

The only information relevant to the Fonotipia story from 1933 which I have discoVered 
is that three records included in the 16,800 series of Fonotipia discs were issued during 
the year as"Parlophone-0deon Series" records. These were R020187, R020192, R020216, two by 
Tauber and one of Pons. The address of Parlophone was altered to Clerkenwell Road, London 
EC, that of Columbia, in June 1 933 • 

19 3 4 

In June, 1934, it was reported that E.M.I.Ltd had reduced the capitalisation of the new 
company by almost half. Mr. Sterling, the managing director, earlier in the year had been 
described by one writer as the "Father of the Record Bsuiness" and that he was the greatest 
member of that business, a position he had created for himself by sheer merit, many years ago, 
and which he had held with decency ever since. Said the writer, "I never heard even the 
most bitter competitor speak of Louis Sterling with anything but respect and adimiration and 
there are few man about of whom I can say this*. " 

During 1934, only R020257, in the "Parlophone-4Ddeon Series" carried sides listed as 
Fonotipia issues. Incidentally Mr. Bennett has one of the sides as R020349 on page 40 of 
his supplement to Dischi Fonotipia, record no. 168401 by Supervia. There never was a record 
R020349. But, R20349 is the first record in the set of the complete recording of the opera 
"Norma" (R20349 to R203^). 

The shareholding in the Parlophone Co., Ltd. still belonged to Columbia Graphophone Co., 
Ltd. whose own shares were owned by E.M.I.,Ltd. 

19 3 5 

In the autumn of 1935, the Decca Record Co., Ltd. and E. M. I.,Ltd. entered into an 
agreement whereby the latter obtained the right to press and sell the records of English 
and American Decca in India, Australia, South America and certain areas in the Far East. 
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American Decca secured the North American rights to Parlophone and Odeon records. The Decca 
Record Co., Ltd., by this deal which brought much needed capital, presumably handled the 
" Parlophone -Ode on Series 11 records which continued to include occasional electrical recordings 
from the Fonotipia catalogue. 

In a sense, the wheel had turned full circle after twenty-one years for it was in 
1914/5 that Messrs Barnett Samuel & Sons, Ltd. had relinquished the Odeon and Fonotipia 
Agency, and it was Barnett Samuel & Sons, Ltd. who had been reformed as the Decca Gramophone 
Co., Ltd., the subsidiary of the Decca Record Co., Ltd. The wheel had turned full circle in 
another sphere for the President of Decca Records Inc., Mr. Jack Kapp, had worked for Louis 
Sterling when he had been General Manager for American Columbia in England before World War I ► 

Three discs R20267, R20273 and R20278 in the "Parlophone -Ode on Series", all of Conchita 
Supervia, were the only three of that series to have been issued during 1 935, which are 
listed in Dischi Fonotipia where four of their matrix numbers are as from 1928/9. 

In December Oscar Preuss'was in the news again, having recorded the comedian George 
Formby, junior, for the Regal-Zonophone label of E.M.I.,Ltd. The point was made that Preuss 
had recorded George Formby, senior, over twenty years earlier for the Odeon and Jumbo 
Records of Fonotipia Limited. 

19 3 6 

Conchita Supervia died in the spring of 1 93^ and the last of the electric Fonotipia 
records to be issued in the "Parlophone-Odeon Series" were of this artiste on R020299 and 
R020305, which judging from Dischi Fonotipia, were made in 1923/30* The highest Fonotipia 
matrix number known to me is WXXPh 6705 on Parlophone E.III90. 

19 3 7 

ODEON & FONOTIPIA RECORDS 
Re-issued 

In September, the Parlophone Company Limited began issuing records in a new "Historical 
Series" (record P0 6 1 being the first of 52 sides issued) mostly from Fonotipia and Odeon 
acoustically-recorded matrices. Anselmi and Lilli Lehmann were the first two artistes to 
head a list which was to include many of the celebrated artistes for which the Fonotipia and 
Odeon catalogues had been famous. 

In the 1937 Coronation Honours List, Mr. Louis Sterling received a Knighthood for 
"political and public services". Sir Louis Sterling was described as one, "who with courage 
and foresight, unmatched in our industry, built up the Columbia Company as a separate entity 
until t became a gramophone force to be reckoned with. From his very earliest association 
with the talking machines he showed a vision which soon materialised into a world influence 
in his Columbia days. On the merger with ! His Master*s Voice 1 , in 1931, Louis Sterling 
became the Managing Director of the Combine." 

In March, the Decca Record Co., Ltd. purchased the "Crystalate" company* s record 
business, including the plant and studios. By this deal, Mr. Arthur Haddy, later to develop

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the celebrated "ffrr" - full frequency range recordings, became a recording engineer for 
Decca records. 

In May 1937, Decca and E.M.I.,Ltd. jointly bought that part of British Homophone 
Company Ltd. which produced records for public sale, for the sum of £22,500. (its private- 
contract business was not purchased and is still in operation in 1978 within the existing 
Crystalate group that makes plastic mouldings.) Its purchase devoured the last independent* 
record producer. Thus Britain was reduced to two record companies, a situation that had not 
existed since prior to May, 1900. 

19 3 8 

During January more re-issues were added to the Parlophone P0 series with records by 
Amato, followed by Destinn in February and Bonci in March. In the remainder of the year the 
there were Sammarco and Stracciari in April, Ackte (May), Urlus (June), Zenatello & Amato 
(July), Russ (August) , Vignas (September), a trio of Magini-jColetti, Corradetti and Luppi 
(October), Storchio (November), Stehle and Garbin in duet, and, de Bohus and Leliva also in 
duet (December), 

19 3 9 

The Odeon and Fonotipia re-issues continued during 1 939^ Arkel (January), Delmas 
(February), Zenatello (March), Krusceniski (April) and Magini-^Coletti (May). 

The sensational news in May was that Sir Louis Sterling had resigned from the Board of 
Directors of E.M.I.,Ltd. 

In his "statement to the press" Sir Louis said, "For the past seven and a half years 
as Managing Director of E.M.I.,Ltd. I have, in effect, been acting managing director of the 
Gramophone Company, Ltd. The Directors decided to appoint a separate managing director of 
the Gramophone Company, Ltd. As E.M.I.,Ltd. is practically a holding company, and does no 
manufacturing or trading, I felt that the usefulness of my activities would be greatly 
impaired. In the circumstances I felt compelled to tender my resignation which to me was a 
source of great regret, as it meant severing my connection with an industry with which I 
have been associated for a period of over % years." 

The month previously he had attended a celebration dinner at the Savoy Hotel given in 
honour of Fred Gaisberg (of the Gramophone Co., Ltd.) who had"been in music" for fifty years, 
forty of which had been with the Gramophone Companies. Sir Louis Sterling recalled that in 
the early days, he himself, along with Russell Hunting and the brothers Gaisberg, had been 
known in London talking machine circles as "The American Quartette" . 

Sir Louis, who had been bbm in the "east side" of New York, had come to London in 1 903 
where he had lived ever since, having married and become a naturalised British subject. He 
had been responsible for the first catalogues of the British Zonophone Company, for the 
production and sale of Sterling (cylinder) Records, for some British repertoire Odeon records, 
for the Rena Double Face Records, for Columbia-Rena Records, for Columbia Records, for the 
later Parlophone discs and for E.M.I.,Ltd. records generally. 

Further records in the Parlophone historical series were issued in June, July and 
August, being Burzio, Pacini and Luppi, respectively. 

WORLD WAR II 

The trickle of Fonotipias offered to the public under the Parlophone label terminated 
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in September, with the last two sides to be issued in the Historical Series, those of arias 
from "The Barber of Seville" and "II Trovatore" by Giuseppe de Luca. One wonders if the 
series would have continued had not the war overtaken us. What was the reason for its cessat- 
ion? Was it because it represented a minority interest upon which shellac could not be 
spared in wartime, or were the original matrices still in Berlin? If the matrices were in 
Hayes, was it considered unpatriotic to continue the re-issues? Wartime conditions made it 
necessary for E.M.I.,Ltd, to put the control of all its record output for Britain under one 
manager, so it fell to the lot of Mr. F. W. Perks to be responsible for all the "labels"; 
H.M.V., Columbia, Parlophone, Regal-Z onophone . The policy of "separatism" thus coming to an 
end. In November Sir Louis Sterling joined the Board of Cossor A.C.,Ltd., manufacturers of 
radio receivers, as Managing Director. 

19 4 4 

With the issue of the 1944/5 Parlophone catalogue, which included all records issued up to 
June, 1944, all the acoustically-recorded Odeon and Fonotipia discs had gone: the series had 
been abandoned. That was the end of Fonotipia recordings, pressed in shellac, which had 
been continuously available to the British record buying public since November, 1905, albeit 
often in a very limited supply and often difficult to obtain.. I believe it is true to say 
that not every record listed in John R. Bennett* s "Dischi Fonotipia" was offered for sale in 
Britain, for like other companies, Fonotipia* s repertoire appears to have been comprised of 
recordings of national and international appeal, (in this instance *national* means Italian.) 

19 4 6 

At the end of the War in 1945 , 7,800 of the 100 Lire shares in the Societa Italiana di 
Fonotipia of Milan were in sequestration, held by the Credito Italiano. The owner of all the 
shares was the Trans-Oceanic Trading Company, a Columbia Graphophone Co,, Ltd, subsidiary. In 
May, 1946, at an Extraordinary Meeting of the shareholders (which was the* Trans-Oceanic* with 
7,800 votes) alterations to the original statutes of the company were approved. Mr, A. 

Forbes was appointed to the Board of the Societa Italiana di Fonotipia as Managing Director 
and General Manager. Messrs. Raicevich, Mathis and Milani were already on the Board. The 
•Sindaci* comprised Messrs. Racca, Ancona and Boseggio, with Gervasoni and Gerosa as 
supplementary members. Mr. Berriman was also elected to the Board. 2,200 of the shares of 
Trans-Oceanic in Fonotipia were at the Hayes branch of Barclays Bank, Ltd., in custody. 

19 4 7 

At a General Meeting of the Societa Italiana di Fonotipia in June, 1947, the decision was 
approved to fuse the company into "La Voce del Padrone-Columbia-Marconiphone S # P*A.". In 
September, upon the order of Trans-Oceanic Trading Co., the shares held at Hayes were sent to 
the Credito Italiano in Milan. 

19 4 8 

In February, 1948, the Trans-Oceanic Trading Company authorised the Credito Italiano 
in Milan to hand over its Fonotipia shares to the new purchasers, "La Voce del Padrone- 
Columbia-Marconiphone S. P. A." Via Domenchino 14, Milano. After some delay, this was done 
and the Societa Italiano di Fonotipia was no more, after some forty-three years. 

19 4 9 

Trade mark 509244 of The Societa di Fonotipia, Milano was removed from the British Register 
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in April, The other "Fonotipia" trade mark, number 509163, was amoved on 20th .April, 

1949 . 

1971 - LAST pressings of fonotipia masters 

The British Institute of Recorded Sound was responsible for the last pressing of a few 
Fonotipia recordings. In August, 1971, the Historic Masters Series of 20 discs was 
announced. The project was with the co-operation of E.M.I,,Ltd. and the records were pressed 
in vinylite plastic material, Giraldoni from 39445 and 39446, and Felia Litvinne from 39217 
and 39052 were four of the sides pressed from Fonotipia matrix stock. Are these to be the 
last pressings from original Fonotipia masters? 

19 7 7 

Under the supervision of its Mr. Bryan Crimp, EMI Ltd. issued "The Record of Singing" , a set 
of twelve LP records which included several reissues from Fonotipia material. 

The End. 

Author* s Note: I am grateful to direct help from Sir Joseph Lockwood and Leonard Petts upon 

some aspects of this story which involved The Gramophone Company and E. M. I, 
Ltd. The remainder has been gathered by my own researches and includes 
very little material which could have been "lifted" from former writers on 
the subject. 


I am grateful to all those who have corresponded with me, although few of the 
matters broached have been incorporated in my "Fragmentia" as this was almost 
complete before I began making specific appeals. 
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I think Jack* s was the first of the big bands to appear there and his programme of all 
the latest hit times delighted the packed houses. We toured throughout South Africa 
sometimes performing only three nights in each place which meant endless packing and looking 
after not only personal things, but two beautiful stage dresses which had been specially 
designed for me. We gave our final performance in Cape Town and then, during our return 
voyage we passed the ship, in mid-ocean, taking Gracie Fields to the Cape for a similar tour, 
and sent her a good luck signal. 

Home again after three months and our first booking was at the Holbom Empire the well- 
known home of variety - here would be the real London audience and everything had to be on 
top line. Many of our acquaintances and some of the crew from the S. S. Windsor Castle, the 
ship that brought us home, were in the front together with my family and friends. Imagine 
then my horror when in the middle of my number "The Way You Look Tonight" the confounded 
microphone broke down and went dead -if I am ever asked to describe my most embarrassing 
moment that was it. Even now after all that long time ago whenever I hear the tune being 
played I am reminded of that awful feeling - it was certainly not alright on the night I 

As I am now at the end of my reminiscences of the *Big Band* era and the advent of 
Television I will conclude with a description of my very early days in this media, i.e. 

Baird T.V. When I was asked to sing, accompanying myself on my ukelele, in a small studio 
in Long Acre, London, sitting in a black box not much larger then a telephone booth and under 
a flickering light - quite an ordeal. Later I televised with Jack Payne* s band from Alexandra 
Palace when it was viewed by the general public on a large screen in a well-known London 
store -a vast improvement to my salad days and the magic of Baird television.

THE EDISON-BELL PHONOGRAPH. 

F. Andrews 

Frank Andrews begins: Referring to the instructions for using the Commercial* and 
Exhibition* phonographs sold by the Edison Bell Phonograph Corporation as published in the 
Talking Machine Review No. 43 of December, 1976, I have come to the conclusion that the pages 
are not set out in the magazine in the correct order. 

Your Editor (smiling) replies: I am not surprised. In 1 970 I borrowed a certain bound 
volume of many Edison Bell leaflets. They were very repetitive, so I had photographed on to 
full-sized lithographic film those pages which told the "story** without repeating. They lay 
in my filing cabinet unused until 1976. As often happens with a full cabinet, the day comes 
when the films were shot all over the floor, and being shiny, slid everywhere. I thought I 
had put them back in order. It also seemed to me that I have caused Mr. Andrews to waste a 
lot of time comparing typefaces. The pages as printed come from more leaflets than he 
suspects, I have in the back of my mind that "Edison Bell" was not entirely blameless. 

Mr. Andrews again: I suggest that the lay-out should be:- 

Pages 835 to 842 as printed in T M R 43 
Page 843 should be replaced by page 850 
Pages 844 to 849 as printed in T MR 43 
Page 850 should be replaced by page 843 

Referring to the Editorial on page 834 of the same issue which says that the leaflet **Man*s 
Mechanical Ear and Mouth" is post 1096 is correct. As it offers phonographs for sale and 
not hire it must be post September, 1898, (when Edisonia Ltd. ceased). The sales side of the 
business was then taken on by the Edison Bell Consolidated Phonograph Company, Ltd. The 
"Standard" as depicted on your page 873 had not been available in the Edisonia Ltd. catalogue 
for 1898. I believe they were first advertised in the last week of December, 1898.
